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FOREWORD 

Many  of  the  artists  whose  works  are  included 
in  the  present  collection  differ  from  those  rep- 
resented in  the  Contemporary  American  Exhibi- 
tion of  last  month,  inasmuch  as  these  have 
achieved  universal  recognition  and  their  pictures 
are  to  be  seen  in  museums  and  important  private 
collections  in  different  parts  of  the  world.  The 
exhibition  is  international,  including  among 
others  examples  of  the  French,  English,  Russian, 
and  American  schools.  1  et  all  of  the  painters 
have  come  to  some  extent  under  French  influ- 
ence. Each  one  begins  with  the  same  impulse  to 
refuse  the  teaching  of  academies  as  the  embodi- 
ment of  art  and  to  emancipate  himself  from  the 
deplorable  reiteration  of  studio  realism,  the  jug- 
gling of  paint,  the  violation  of  nature,  for  which 
certain  painters  —  with  their  slick  and  futile 
attempts  at  imitation  —  never  tire  of  declaring 
their  reverence.  Yet  in  this  collection  there  is 
much  variety.  Each  artist  is  a  distinct  person- 
ality and  is  interpreting  life  in  the  spirit  of  present 
day  forces  with  his  own  individual  imagination. 
They  are  bound,  however,  by  the  one  important 
fact  that  all  have  the  same  point  of  departure 
and  possess,  in  consequence,  contemporary 
aesthetic   significance. 

The  present  collection  was  assembled  by 
Mr.  Scofield  Thayer,  to  whom  we  are  indebted 
for  the  exhibition.
